President Kennedy feels that the greatest 
disappointm ent of his first year in office 
w as collapse of the nuclear tests ban talks 


in Geneva. 
It could well be that the toughest decision 
of his second year in office will be the 
decision 
to resum e 
above-ground nuclear 
testing. 
There is no agreem ent and no possibility 
of agreem ent on w hether such testing should 
be resum ed. Mr. Kennedy will have to pull 
his decision out of his own hat, knowing 
that when he does so he will be unable to 
justify it to those who hold the opposite 
opinion. 
And hardest of all for a conscientious 
m an will be the knowledge that circum ­ 
stances have m ade it impossible for him to 
decide to do anything else but order a re­ 
sum ption of testing. 


IT IS TRUE that the United States al­ 
ready has enough nuclear power to destroy 
tht- Soviet Union. It is true that the resum p­ 
tion of testing, when it is ordered, will 
amount to little more than a reaction to 
the testing done by the Soviet Union. It is 
true that the United States will be doing 
nothing more but saying to the Soviet Union, 
in effect, ‘‘Anything you can do I can do 
b etter.” 
But this is in itself a powerful argum ent 
for resum ing testing, because in a w ar of 


nerves nothing undermine^ confidence hk* 
an appearance of falling behind. N uclear 
blasts are set off for a calculated purpose. 
Each U.S. test will have an im pact on 
Russian officialdom. 
Each Russian test, however, has an im pact 
on the entire Free World, because Russian 
tests are recorded and publicized while U.S. 
tests are never known to Russians in gen­ 
eral. 


THERE WILL BE, of course. Scientific 
reasons given for the tests when they ara 
resum ed. There are Scientific reasons for 
everything. 
This is an era of Scientific Reasoning. 
Man is in pursuit of Scientific Knowledge. 
Nothing must be allowed to stand in his 
way. W hatever the Russians can do in the 
nam e of Science, the United States can do 
better. 
Science has made it a certainty that if 
the world becomes the victim of m an’s 
knowledge the end will be as utterly Scien­ 
tific as the applied skill of Science can m ake 
it. Nothing will have been left to chance. 
Scientific testing will have pinned down 
everything ahead of tim e; there will be no 
loose ends. Or as the M arxist m aterialists 
might prefer to put it, since nothing m atters 
but the existence and nature of m atter, the 
thing that m atters most is the Bomb, which 
is the biggest m aterialistic fact of them all. 


T h ey'll Look In to This 


At the risk of being accused of disre­ 
spect for a certain kind of senator who 
can’t stand to see his name left out of 
the papers, we feel a little sorry for sena­ 
tors left dangling in m id-air by the return 
to this country of Francis G ary Powers, 
the U2 aviator who disappointed so m any 
of his countrym en by staying alive after 
his m ishap over Russia ir 19 60.

Political Union Will T ake Longer 


With no advance warning, the United States 
and Canada are being swept along by the 
sam e strong economic current that has been 
carrying Europe out of the doldrums. 
The current issue of U.S. News & World 
Report reports that union between the United 
States and Canada is an idea gaining support, 
especially among Canadian businessm en.

the nation gave Harding one of 
the biggest electoral m ajorities in 
m any decades — 404 to 127. 
Unemployment totals today are 
.dill considerable. The farm prob­ 
lem hasn’t been solved. Exports 
are higher than imports every 
year but our m argin of interna­ 
tional paym ents 
is dangerously 
narrow because the government is 
spending and lending too m any 
dollars abroad. Talk of devalua­ 
tion of the dollar is still heard. 
The K e nne d y 
adm inistration, 
m oreover, is stretching its powers 
beyond the law in m any a field 
and is substituting the "executive 
order” for the law of the land, 
which can only be written by Con­ 
gress or the people by constitu­ 
tional am endm ent 
The Supreme Court itself has 
repeatedly gone beyond the law 
of the land — and one can be 
critical of the John B irchers’ ex­ 
trem ism and still make that point. 
The objectives

forcing them is subject to crit­ 
icism as beyond the Constitution.

Inci­ 
dentally, valuable time has been 
lost in floundering on the ques­ 
tion of resum ing nuclear tests. 


THERE ARE DOZENS of issue* 
which describe the discontent of 
the country but the Republican* 
a ren’t even organizing a confer­ 
ence or conclave to set forth w hat 
principles. 
When they have done this, it 
will be tim e to ask which candi­ 
date best fits the organized ex­ 
pression of the largest num ber of 
Republican voters. 
The Republicans have

use their position in Congress ef­ 
fectively to prublicize to the coun­ 
try the extent to which they be­ 
lieve the adm inistration is veering 
from constitutional principles and 
sound economics.

NEW YORK (AP) - What’s I 
right with women? 


Men. who u su ally feel inferior in 
the presence of su perior beings, 
spend considerable time knocking 
women and saying what's wrong 
with them. 


The u su al wail is: “Women are 
illogical, capriciou s and u nreason­ 
able. They are too demanding. 
They act like the world was made 
ju st for them. They don’t have 
any real brains, and if they did, 
they wou ldn’t know what to do 
with them .” 


There is, it mu st be admitted, 
some validity to these criticisms, 
however tinged they may be with 
mascu line vanity and downright 
envy. 


It is probably tru e also that 
most women lack what men call 
“plain ordinary common horse 
sense.” On the other hand, why do 
they need horse sense? What is 
the fate of even the most sensible 
horse in this world, compared to 
that of the average woman? 


If a man is honest enou gh to 
drop his preju dices, he has no 
trou ble piercing the so-called mys­ 
tery of women. He has no trou ble 
figu ring ou t why women ou tlive 
men, get to spend most of the 
money men earn, and generally 
are better adju sted to life and its 
problems. 


The answer is simple: Women 
are bom lu cky—and believe in 
lu ck all their days. Men aren’t— 
and don’t. 
It is this magic difference that 
makes men dou bt themselves and 
wilt u nder the bu ffets of time. 
Hardship may bend a woman, bu t 
they rarely break her. For she 
dwells in su blime great expecta­ 
tions. She knows her natal gift of 
good lu ck will su rely change the 
situ ation for the better. 
Lu ck is illogical, capriciou s, u n-i 
predictable 
and 
u nreasonable. 
That is why women are too. And 
it is their blind belief in their 
lu ck that gives them the su preme 
self-confidence which men mis­ 
take for arrogance. 
It isn’t their intu ition that saves 
them. It’s ju st that u nfair advan­ 
tage of having been bom lu cky. 
Any man who has had any ex­ 
perience at all with women can, if 
he looks back, find many instanc­ 
es to prove this theory.
